Decries the Passing 
of Self-Sacrifice’ 


(By John Fort Newton in The Chris- 
tian Century, March 1, 1928) 
HIS is the meditative season of 

4 the Christian year, when the 
thoughts of all lovers of Christ 
look forward to the Passion week, 
and its commemoration of the 
great sacrifice. As men realize once 
more that their hope is rooted in 
divine suffering, a certain instinct 
in them recoils from _ self-indulg- 
ence. For that is what Lent implies 
and involves, if it be taken serious- 
ly and in a mood benefiting its 
solemnity and beauty. 


No doubt to the sleek modern 
man, with his worship of comfort, 
it may seem absurd that any mor- 
tal should forego a dinner for the 
sake of his soul. To me, even in its 
crudest aspect, it is eloquent of the 
fact that man does not live by 
bread alone. Surely any man, to 
whom the garden of Gethsemane is 
more sacred than the garden of 
Epicurus, must be arrested by the 
spectacle of millions of his fellows 
setting themselves to face, even for 
a brief time, the duty of self-denial. 
Admit that lenten forms often ob- 
scure the idea they seek to embody, 
and that merit is too easily at- 
tached to means rather than to 
ends, it is none the less impressive. 
Abstinence, as such, may have little 
value, but that it may be put to 
high ends no one will deny. Lent 
may at least remind. us that Christ 
does call us to something far high- 
er and nobler than physical eage.

“Protes- 
tantism is, in essence, the aboli- 
tion of sacrifice. To abolish ab- 
stinence and fasting! to abolish 
the necessity of good works, ef- 
fort, struggle, virtue; to shut up 
sacrifice in Jesus alone and not 
let it pass to us; no more to say, 
as St. Paul did, I fill up what is 
wanting in the sufferings of 
Christ, but rather to say to 
Jesus on His cross, Suffer alone, 
| O Lord—there is Protestantism.” 

Of course, sacrifice means more 
than doing without food, and it is 
going too far to say that Protest- 
antism abolishes good works, ef- 
fort, virtue; but the latter part of 
the statement only too true. 
Both in theory and practice we 
have shut up sacrifice in Jesus 
| alone, holding that the merit of His 
| suffering is imputed to us without 
our sharing His suffering. Not so 
St. Paul, whose passion it was to 
be a partaker of the fellowship of 
the sufferings of Christ, if so that 
he might win the high prize of the 
life eternal.

On invitation of the Most Rev. 
John Francis Noll, D. D., Bishop 
of Fort Wayne, the National Con- 
ference on Industrial Problems 
will hold a regional meeting in the 
Cathedral city, Monday and Tues- 
day, March 13 and 14.

Washington, D. C.—For the first 
time in the history of the United 
States, two Catholics will serve 
simultaneously in a Presidential 
Cabinet, with the nomination of 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana and Mr. James A. Farley of 
New York to the Cabinet of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, 31st President of 
the United States. 


It is noteworthy also that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s action marks the nomi- 
nation of a Catholic to the Presi- 
dential Cabinet for the first time 
in nearly twenty-eight years— 
Charles J. Bonaparte being the 
last Catholic to hold a Cabinet 
portfolio. 

A study of the history of our 
Presidential Cabinets reveals some 
facts of particular interest to 
Catholics. 

Previous to the administration 
of President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt—-a Democrat—301 individuals 
have served in cabinet positions. 
Of these only five were Catholics 
at the time of their nomination. 
The first two were selected during 
Democratic administrations, and

In addition to these, at least twe 
other Cabinet officers became con- 
verts to the Catholic Faith, after 
their term of service in the Cab- 
inet; and at least two others, prob- 
ably more, were baptized, but were 
not Catholics at the time of their 
nomination. A surprising number 
of Cabinet officers attended Cath- 
olic schools or had remote Catholie 
connections. 


Taney First Catholic 


The first, and perhaps the most 
illustrious, of the Catholic officers 
in the Cabinet was Roger Brooke 
Taney, who served during the ad- 
ministration of President Jackson 
—first as Attorney General, from 
July 20, 1931, to September 23, 
1833, and then as Secretary of the 
Treasury, ad interim, from Sep- 
tember 24, 1933, to June 25, 1834, 
Taney was born in Calvert County, 
Maryland, on March 17, 1777, the 
son of Michael and Monica 
(Brooke) Taney. He took an early 
interest in politics and at the age 
of 21 was elected a Federalist 
member of the Maryland House of 
Delegates, serving one term. From 
1816 to 1821 he was a member of 
the Maryland Senate. A success. 
ful lawyer, he became Attorney 
General of Maryland in 1827,

Dr. Sheen declared that “mar- 
ried life shofild have a harvest, for 
all love should bear fruit.” This 
fruit, he said, is children, and ¢hil- 
dren, he asserted, represent the 
“self-recovery” which follows mu- 
tual giving. 

Sacrifices Irreparable 

“Because love is a mutual self- 
emptying,” he said, “husband and 
wife vie with one another in the 
sacrifice of self. The woman sacri- 
fices the irreparable which God has 
given her, that which makes her a 
virgin, that too which possibly is 
the hidden reason for her power to 
love but only once. The man, in 
his turn, sacrifices the liberty and 
freedom of his youth, the power to 
devote himself entirely to that love 
which he finds at the beginning of 
the journey of life.

Of Rich Toward Needy 
Cincinnati—The Most Rev. John 
T. MeNicholas, O. P., Archbishop 
of Cincinnati, in his Lenten pas- 
toral, again stresses the responsi- 
bility of the wealthy and those 
with means towards the poor. The 
pastoral was read last Sunday in 
all the churches of the Archdio- 
cese. 

He also directs the pastors again 
to remind those living on charity 
that they need not observe the 
laws of fast and abstinence. He 
says in part: 

“We remind those who have sup- 
erfluous goods that they have a 
solemn obligation before God, in 
justice, to share them with the 
needy and the hungry. Many, ac- 
customed to live in luxury, have a 
wrong idea of the superfiuous. The 
things they want they classify as 
needs. Many have an _ entirely 
wrong perspective of the state of 
life they should maintain. The 
Church, this Lent more than ever 
in our memory, has the duty of 
urging the law of alms-giving; but 
in doing so she is not advocating 
revolutionary measures, but only 
that regard for human rights and 
human life which Divine justice 
imposes. This means much more, 
however, than is realized by those 
in whose lives religion is not the 
controlling factor. _ 

“Not only the rich but those of 
moderate, and even of reduced, cir- 
cumstances must make sacrifices 
this year—sacrifices such as they 
may never have made before and 
perhaps may never be called upon 
to make again. We are not merely 
passing through hard times but 
through a tremendous crisis both 
moral and industrial. We must 
recognize that the hand of God is 
upon us. We may feel that His 
curse rests upon the abuses of cap- 
italism and of our present indus- 
trial system, and that it will be 
lifted only when these are correct- 
ed and men are willing to live 
according to the principles of hu- 
man brotherhood and Christian 
justice. 

“If any social functions of any 
character whatsoever be held dur- 
ing Lent, we direct that the pro- 
ceeds be devoted entirely to the re- 


lief of the hungry, the homeless 


and the sick poor. All social func- 
tions held merely for pleasure are 
absolutely forbidden during the 
holy season. The faithful are 
urged to remain away from thea- 
tres, moving pictures and other 
amusements during Lent. All 
Catholics are exhorted to set a 
rigorous example of a true Chris- 
tian life of penance and sacrifice 
for others. 
“We direct that, during Lent, 
four sermons be preached in every 
church—one on the duties of par- 
ents regarding the Christian edu- 
eation of their children; one on 
Christian marriage; one on the 
necessity of the reconstruction of 
the social order, and one on the 
Catholic press and Catholic liera- 
ture. The great Encyclicals of 
Pope Pius XI will supply abundant 
material. These sermons should 
be preached in simple language 
that can be readily understood by 
“Priests are directed to remind 
the faithful that those who are im- 
poverished, unemployed or under- 
nourished are not obliged to ob- 
serve the Lenten Laws of fast and 
abstinence. The Church is ever a 
kind mother; and it is not her in- 
tention to bind her children under 
such circumstances either to fast 
or abstinence.”

there would be only surrender. 
Love is not only mutual self-out- 
pouring, for if it were but this, it 
would be barren as a desert and 
would fructify nothing. ... 
“Hence, love in addition to be- 


ing a giving or an outpouring, 


must also be a recovery. The es- 
cape from more mutuality which 
is death, is in a reciprocity which 
vies to give all, but is ever defeat- 
ed by receiving. In other words, 
love must increase and multiply; 
it must recover itself as a harvest; 
it must, like the love of earth and 
tree, be fruitful unto new love. 
Something must result from love, 
for all love seeks to externalize 
itself as a gift and thus reproduce 
itself. That is why all love tends 
toward an incarnation. The hus- 
band and wife must have some re- 
ward and recovery for this sacri- 
fice. But how can their mutual 
self-outpouring end in self-recovery 
except by their two hearts con- 
spiring against their individual im- 
potence by filling up each at the 
store of the other their lacking 
measures, and thus building up not 
the mere sum of themselves, but 
that new life which is a child and 
which gives to the winter of their 
marriage the springtime of ruit? 
God Is Prototype 

“Of what great love is this a 
reflection? Where is the model of 
the love that is mutual self-out- 
pouring which ends in self-recov- 
ery? In this, as in all things, the 
Church finds the prototype of such 
a definition of love in that which 
is perfect love, namely, God. The 
young couples who come to our 
altars for the nuptial Mass are 
told this, for in the solemn mo- 
ment of that ceremony their mar- 
riage is blessed in the name of the 
Trinity—Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost—by which blessing their 
young hearts are lifted up beyond 
the struggling rays of love in their 
own hearts to Heaven itself, and 
the great fire of the triune love of 
God. There is the prototype of all 
earthly love. In that never-ebbing 
tide of love, there is first of all 
mutual self-giving in which the 
Father eternally begets a Son Who 
is His splendor, the glory of His 
substance, and the image of His 
infinite majesty.

Friday, March 10—The Forty 
Martyrs of Sebaste were soldiers 
quartered in Armenia, about the 
year 320. When their legion was 
ordered to sacrifice to the heathen 
gods they refused. They were put 
to death by being compelled to lie 
naked on the icy surface of a pond 
until they were frozen to death. 

Saturday, March 11—St. Eulo- 
gius was the son of a senatorial 
family of Cordova, at that time the 
capital of the Moors in Spain, who 
embraced the religious life and be- 
came head of the chief ecclesiasti- 
cal school in that city. He was 
executed by order of the Moorish 
authorities in 859.

Pope Sixtus V, a member of the 
Franciscan Order, granted, at the 
instance of the Carmelites, an in- 


dulgence of 300 days for the recita- | 


tion of the Litany of the Holy 
Name, which was, according to the 
theologian Fr. Anton Brinterim, 
likely composed by St. Bernardine 
of Siena and St. John Capistran, | 
the great Holy Name apostles of 
the Middle Ages. The granting of 
this Indulgence was an implied ap- 
probation of the Litany for public 
recitation—at least it seems to 
have been regarded as such. Later, 
however, the Sacred Congregation 
restricted its use for private devo- 
tion, and only the Litanies of All 
Saints and Our Lady of Loretto 
were approved for public recita- 
tion. (Leo XIII in 1886 permitted 
the use of the Holy Name Litany 
to the entire Church, granting 300

Biography of Pope Sixtus V. 


Pope Sixtus V was born at Grot- 
tamare, Italy, December 13, 1521. 
‘His family name was Felice Per- 
etti. He joined the Franciscan Or- 
der and was ordained in 1547. At 
the age of forty he was made pro- 
curator-general of his Order. He 
was a great preacher, and number- 
ed among his intimate friends St. 
Philip Neri and St. Ignatius of 
Loyola. Pope St. Pius V created 
him a cardinal. He succeeded Gre- 
gory XIII in the papacy April 24, 
1585, and took the name of Sixtus, 
in memory of Sixtus IV who had 
also been a member of the Francis- 
can Order. He built the Lateran 
Palace in Rome and had the cupola 
of St. Peter’s completed. He had 
ordered the placing in position in 
Rome of several Egyptian obelisks, 
notably the ones before’ the 
churches of St. Peter, St. Mary 
Major, the Lateran, and St. Mary’s 
of the People. 

In a papal Bull issued A. D. 
1586, he fixed the number of Cardi- 
nals at 70; namely 6 Cardinal Bis-| 
hops, 50 Cardinal Priests, and 14 
'Cardinal Deacons. He also estab-

CHARLES ROBERT STORZE 
DIES IN FORT WAYNE 


Charles Robert Storze, son of 
Fred and Rose Storze, formerly of 
this city, died Friday evening in 
a Fort Wayne hospital and the body 
was brought to Lafayette on Sun- 
day morning.

President Jackson called him into 
his Cabinet in 1831. Although 
originally an ardent Federalist, 
Taney support President Madison 
during the War of 1812, and later 
renounced his Federalism and be- 
came a Jeffersonian Republican, 
finally becoming a resolute “states 
rights” Democrat. 

As a member of Jackson’s cabi- 
net, Taney wrote many of the im- 
portant state papers and addresses. 
During the controversy over the 
removal of the government de- 
posits from the United States 
Bank, Attorney General Taney 
favored the -removal, and when 
Secretary of the Treasury William 
J. Duane refused to issue the order 
for the removal of the deposits, 
Taney was appointed to his place, 
B*s nomination was not acted upon 
until the next session of Congress, 
and the appointment was rejected, 
June 24, 1834, this be.ng the first 
Cabinet nomination rejected by the 
Senate. 

In 1836, President Jackson nomi- 
nated Taney Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, and 
he served in this high position 
until his death in Baltimore, Oct. 
12, 1864. Chief Justice Taney was 
the brother-in-law of Francis Scott 
Key, author of “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” 


The second appointment of a 
Catholic to the Cabinet occurred 
22 years later, during the admin- 
istration of President Franklin 
Pierce. This was the nomination 
of James Campbell, who served as 
Postmaster General from March 8, 
1853, to March 6, 1857. Mr. Camp- 
bell was born in Philadelphia, Sep- 
tember 1, 1812, the son of Anthony 
and Catherine (Doran) Campbell, 
Irish Catholic immigrants. He 
was educated at Stockdale Aca- 
demy and later studied law. He 
was admitted to the bar in. 1834, 
became one of the foremost attor- 
neys of his native state, and ap- 
peared in several famous cases 
before the bar of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. From

The fourth Catholic to serve in 
a Presidential Cabinet was Robert 
John Wynne, nominated by Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt as Post- 
master General, and holding that 
post from October 10, 1904, to 
March 6, 1905. Mr. Wynne was 
born in New York, November 18, 


1851, the son of John and Mary|i 


Wynne. He was educated in the 


public schools there, and married} 


Mary E. McCabe of Washington 
in 1875. Employed first as a 
telegrapher, he next entered news- 
paper work and for a number of 
years was the Washington corres- 
pondent of the Commercial-Gazette 
of Cincinnati, in which position he 
won the respect and esteem of 
many men high in the public life 
of the Nation’s Capitol. 

President McKinley demonstrat- 
ed his regard for Mr. Wynne by 
appointing him First Assistant 
Postmaster General in 1902. When 
the Postmaster Generalship be- 
came vacant, President Roosevelt 
advanced him to that place in his 
Cabinet. In 1906, Mr. Wynne ac- 
cepted an appointment as Consul 
General to London, where he faith- 
fully performed the important 
duties of that office, returning in 
1910 to his home in Washington, 
where he died, March 11, 1922. 


Charles Bonaparte Named 


Four months after the termina- 
tion of Mr. Wynne’s stay in the 
Cabinet, President Theodore Roose- 
velt, for the second time, selected 
a Catholic to serve in his Cabinet. 
In so doing he established a prece- 
dent, outdone only by his relative, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who has 
named two Catholics to his Cabinet 
positions at the same time. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s nomination of 
Charles Joseph Bonaparte to his 
Cabinet was the last appointment 
of a Catholic made up to the pre- 
sent time. 

Mr. Bonaparte was born in Bal- 
timore, Maryland, June 9, 1851, the 
son of Jerome and Susan May 
(Williams) Bonaparte. He was a 
lineal descendant of Jerome Bona- 
parte, who became King of West- 
phalia, and who was the youngest 
brother of Napoleon Bonaparte. A 
distinguished graduate of Harvard 
College Law School, Charles J. 
Bonaparte rose to prominence in 
the Maryland bar, to which he was 
admitted in 1874. In 1882, the de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws was con- 
ferred upon him by Mount St. 
Mary’s College, and again in 1915 
by the Catholic University of Ame- 
rica. He was elected a trustee of 
the latter institution in 1904. He 
was the recipient of the Laetare 
Medal of the University of Notre 
Dame, awarded to him in 1903. A 
leader in the Civil Service Reform 
movement, he gained the admira- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt. While 
he was a member of the Federal 
Board of Indian Commissioners, 
President Roosevelt nominated him 
to the post of Secretary of the 
Navy, where he served from July 
1, 1905, until December 12, 1906. 


He was then given a position for 
which he was better trained—<At- 
torney General of the United 
States — succeeding’ William H. 
Moody, who had accepted a place 
on the bench of the Supreme 
Court. Bonaparte remained in the 
Cabinet until the end of the Roose- 
velt administration, Marc 5, 1909. 
After this date, he resumed the 
practice of his profession in Balti- 
more. During the World War, he 
was a member of the Advisory 
Board of the Council of National 
Defense. He died at his country 
home, Belle Vista, near Baltimore, 
June 28, 1921,

Pray for Him 


Franklin D. Roosevelt 

Under Divine Providence, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt become President 
at a time of great national emer- 
gency.

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Rospel of free grace, but he did not 
feel that it exempted him from a 
habit of austere living. Nor did 
Wesley. Neither of these masters 
of the spiritual life neglected the 
stern culture of the soul, as so 
many of us are wont to do, under 
the notion that the virtues are 
gifts and not trophies. Pere Gra- 
try was right in pointing this out 
as a grave defect in our teaching, 
and even more so in our practice, 
of the religious life.... 


: Social Penitence 
Alas, instead of being a period 
of inner discipline, Lent has be- 
come a relief from the dizzy social 
whirl; a time of moral manicuring! 
Penitence? For a few devout 
souls, yes; but for the mass of 
church folk it is little more than a 
form. No doubt we need to deal 
with the little gray sins that eat 
away our peace; but is there to be 
no prayer and fasting for the dark 
social sins which make human life 
a hell? No broken and contrite 
heart for the sin of war, which 
desolates humanity and _ leaves 
trails of skeletons across the 
earth? No repentance for racial 
rancor, and the bigotry which 
blinds us to brotherhood? No sack- 
cloth and ashes for the sin of 
schism which divides the church 
and makes it impotent; for petti- 
ness of soul, for our Pickwickian 
talk about unity? No bitter sor- 
row that the gospel of Jesus has 
become in our hands a religion of 
easy edification rather than of dar- 
ing moral adventure; jam, not dy- 
namite? Yet, if we look into our 
own hearts we shall find the key to 
the chaos, and why the world is so 
awry, since the social scene is our 
own lives writ large. O my soul, 
remember! 
Life of the Spirit 

For one thing, Lent brings up 
the whole question as to the rela- 
tion of the life of the body to the 
life of the spirit. Such a question 
cannot be discussed here at length, 
but it is a far-reaching one and 
may be hinted at. It is good com- 
mon sense, as well as Platonic phil- 
osophy, that he who devotes him- 
self to’ his appetites -will have 
thoughts wingless and alien to the 
sky. Think of the fasting how you 
will, “a stuffed body cannot see 
clearly,” as the old axiom assures 
us. Much less can it see those in- 
visible things which ask for close 
and deep thinking. Asceticism, in 
its true sense, is simply a disci- 
plined effort to gain an end, nothing 
more. Every man, if he has any 
ideal of any sort, is more or less 
an ascetic whether he knows it or 
not. That is, he begins, if he be 
wise, by cutting off what is incom- 
patible with attainment. Thus an 
athlete goes into training, and by 
renunciation, by obeying rigid rules, 
makes his muscles strong and his 
nerves firm. Thus a man of af- 
fairs foregoes many pleasures to 
win the prize he aims at. Lent is a 
period of training for the soul, in 
behalf of a deeper insight, a fear- 
less self-examination, and a better 
ordered inner life. ... 


For another thing, Lent suggests 
most eloquently the need and value 
of some definite method for the 
culture of the inner life. Here is 
the great defect of our age. No

‘wonder so few of us ever get be- 


yond the native and instinctive re- 
ligion which is an endowment, and 
cannot be shaken off. In other 
things we have method, system, 
discipline, technique. No lawyer 
tries to practice at haphazard, 
with no regard for the decisions of 
courts or the masters of the law. 
Yet that is what we do in our life 
of faith. Not many of us know 
even the names of the great relig- 
jous masterpieces—those pastures 
of the soul, so rich in beauty and 
wisdom. What a treasure of in- 
sight and experience, what noble 
companionship, what high leader- 
ship—and yet it is left unused. 
Volumes could not tell the folly of 
this neglect. The wonder is not 
that we have misgivings, but that 
we have any faith at all, so little 
care do we take to keep it alive in 


our, hearts.

to put ourselves to some inconven- 
ience for the sake of our suffering 
brethren, and in order to safeguard 
the interests of our Church and 
Faith? There are So many oOppor- 
tunities of participating in the new 
field of Catholic Action. Of late 
years parish activities have become 
more extensive, and their carrying 
on depends on men and women of 
good will. These activities are not 
merely social affairs but are often 
a necessary phase of the spiritual 
work of the parish. Anything 
which promotes the spirit of union 
among the parishioners is well 
worth encouraging. “Community 
work” has become a_ well-defined 
term in modern social endeavor 
and there is no reason why we 
should not be interested in every- 
thing that affects the welfare of 
two institutions which mean so 
much for our spiritual life—our 
church and our parish. 


The pastors as well as the re- 
ligious teachers in our parochial 
schools are often less prepared to 
initiate certain measures for the 
benefit of school and church than 
the parishioners. The latter can 
attend. district meetings, explain 
the Catholie attitude on parochial 
schools and serve as spokesmen for 
the parish in matters that concern 
the larger community. 


Woman’s Opportunity 


With the extension of woman’s 
sphere in modern life special occa- 
sions for fine service in the course 
of Catholic Action are open to her. 
In that splendid volume, “The So- 
cial Catholic Movement in Great 
Britain,” Miss McEntee says: 
“Early in the present century some 
public-spirited English Catholic 
women complained of the general 
indifference of their sisters to the 
great task of social betterment. 

“Frances Zanetti, writing in 1905, 
explained how badly Catholic wo- 
men were needed as _ visitors’ to 
prisons and to the lying-in wards of 
the workhouse hospitals, as also in 
the work of rescue and preyention; 
but declared that they were ap- 
parently less interested in. activi- 
ties of this description than were 
women of other denominations. 
Nuns, to whom work of this sort 
was usually left, were as a rule 
less qualified to cope with it than 
were women living in the world” 
(p. 327). 

But the need for Catholic women 
in the various fields of social en- 
deavor had become very urgent. At 
the suggestion of leaders like Mrs. 
Crawford and Miss Fletcher they 
formed the League of English 
Catholic Women, whose members 
“are eager to encourage all move- 
ments in politics or industry which 
seem to them to be for the general 
good and to refuse countenance to 
all legislation and activity which 
threaten to undermine the Chris- 
tian social order.” 


Organizations Needed Here 


In our own country we need such 
organizations especially at the 
present time. Other societies are 
going on record as-favoring meas- 
ures not consistent with the prin- 
‘ciples of Christian belief and prac- 
tices. It is our duty to combat 
jthem and to let the world know 
| where the truth is to be found in 
jits entirety.

She too receives 
mention in the Acts (c. 18, v; 26). 
Finally, Lydia receives recognition 
for her pious zeal in caring for the 
sacred places where her brethren 
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| Christian worship. 


Pearl of Great Price 
It is then a highly meritorious
